To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Firehouse  in 
said  Brentwood  on  Thursday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  next  at 
seven  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  raise  such  sunns  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same.

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  support  of  the  Portsmouth  Mental 
Health  Clinic. 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,430.00  to  buy  Visiting  Nurses  Services  from 
the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurses  Association  for  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Brentwood. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the 
regional  planning  commission,  now  organized  and  named 
the  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion. This  Commission  will  have  membership  of  at  least  two 
municipalities  and  will  have  jurisdiction  over  the  planning 
region  delineated  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning.  The  objec- 
tive of  the  Commission  will  be  to  plan  for  and  encourage 
regional  planning  analysis,  provide  consensus  on  major  prob- 
lems of  regional  concern  and  to  assist  in  the  effectuation  of 
projects  within  and  which  extend  beyond,  the  boundaries  of 
a  particular  town.  The  Commission  will  have  only  the  author- 
ity conferred  on  it  by  Chap.  36:45-53,  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1955,  and  will  be  an  advisory  commission  to 
local  governments  in  the  region.  Members  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  State 
law.  Two  representatives  will  be  appointed  from  Brentwood. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $841.20  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and 
operation  of  the  southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Plan- 
ning Commission.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the 
staff,  operation  expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assist- 
ance and  other  programs  of  the  Commission.  These  funds 
may  be  used  in  conjuction  with  other  State  and  Federal  funds 
available  for  planning  purposes. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  reappraisal  of  new  property, 
upkeep  of  inventory  cards  and  reappraisal  of  those  properties 
which  may  have  changed  physically  each  year.

Article  7;  A  motion  was  made  by  Norman  Smith  to  see  if 
the  Town  would  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
up  to  $55,000.00  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  8:  A  motion  was  made  by  James  Brennan  to  see  if 
the  town  wishes  to  have  a  complete  reappraisal  of  the  taxable 
property.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  An  amendment 
was  made  by  Russell  Mason  that  the  Selectmen  do  the  reap- 
praisal and  bill  the  town  for  reasonable  time  and  travel 
expenses.  The  amendment  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  in 
the  negative  by  voice  vote.  The  main  motion  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  C.F.  Thorsell,  Sr.  that  Article  2 
be  further  laid  on  the  table  until  action  has  been  taken  on 
Article  9.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  9:  A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  Pailesto  have 
the  N.H.  Tax  Commission  reappraise  the  Town  and  raise  a 
sum  of  money  to  provide  the  necessary  funds.  The  motion 
was  duly  seconded. 

An  amendment  to  the  motion  was  made  by  Joseph 
Thronton  that  three  choices  be  included.  These  to  be:  1.  By 
the  State  Tax  Commission.  2.  By  a  private  firm  to  be  selected 
by  the  Selectmen.  3.  By  the  Selectmen.  The  amendment  was 
duly  seconded. 

A  request  was  made  by  Donald  Pailes  that  the  vote  on 
the  amendment  by  standing  vote  with  50%  vote  required  to 
carry  any  one  of  the  three  provisions.  The  Moderator  ruled 
that  a  ballot  vote  with  use  of  the  check  list  was  in  order. 

The  results  when  counted  were  as  follows: 

1.  (Tax  Commission)  57  votes 

2.  (Private  Firm)  27  votes 

3.  (The  Selectmen)  47  votes 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  John  Cunningham  that  a 
vote  be  taken  on  whether  the  town  shall  be  reappraised  by 
either  the  State  Tax  Commission  or  by  the  Selectmen.  The 
motion  was  duly  seconded.  An  amendment  was  made  by 
Sydney  Northrup  that  the  vote  be  by  ballot.  The  amendment 
was  duly  seconded  and  passed  with  the  Moderator  ruling 
that  the  check  list  shall  be  used.

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A  motion  was  made  by  Russell  Mason  to  indefinitely 
postpone  Article  2.

Article  2.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  defeated  by 
voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  that  Article  10  be 
passed  over  until  after  action  has  been  taken  on  Article  11 
and  12.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed  by  voice 
vote. 

Article  11:  A  motion  was  made  by  Irving  Cross  that 
the  Town  vote  to  accept  as  town  roads  part  of  Sherman  Ave. 
and  part  of  Ole  Gordon  Road  in  Leo  Roy's  Development 
which  now  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Town  of  Brent- 
wood's Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations.  The  motion 
was  duly  seconded  and  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Article  12:  A  motion  was  made  by  Gilbert  Tuck  to  see 
if  the  Town  would  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$400.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  radar  unit  for  the  Police 
Department.  The  balance  of  $1,200.00  would  by  paid  by 
Federal  Funds.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  Eldon  C. 
Sidebotham,  President  of  the  New  England  Dragway  made 
the  statement  that  if  the  Town  would  vote  for  the  $400.00 
he  would  match  the  sum  with  another  $400.00  for  the  Police 
Department.  He  also  asked  that  signs  be  posted  on  all  high- 
ways leading  into  the  Town  stating  that  speed  is  radar  con- 
trolled. The  motion  was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  llgonis  Abers  to  postpone  the 
remainder  of  the  business  meeting  for  one  week,  until 
Thursday,  March  18th,  1971  at  7:30  p.m.  The  motion  was 
duly  seconded  and  passed  by  voice  vote  at  1 1 :30  p.m.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Citizens  of  Brentwood 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  of 
1971.  It  is  with  deep  regret  we  mention  the  death  of  our 
Deputy  Chief  Joseph  Hamilton.  It  was  not  only  a  great  shock 
to  the  community  but  a  great  loss  to  the  department. 

As  each  year  goes  by  the  Police  Department  is  called 
upon  to  do  many  more  and  difficult  tasks. 

With  the  surrounding  towns  now  having  at  least  one 
regular  Police  Officer  on  duty  it  is  apparent  that  Brentwood 
and  the  other  towns  that  do  not,  are  being  hit  hard  with 
many  burglaries. 
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Accidents  have  been  another  major  problem,  an  increase 
of  about  fifty  per  cent  with  three  of  these  fatals. 

With  the  purchase  of  our  new  Radar  we  should  be  able 
to  reduce  the  speed  throughout  the  town  and  reduce  the 
accidents. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  congratulate  the  Brentwood 
Youth  Center  for  the  hard  work  they  have  done  in  the  build- 
ing of  the  Youth  Center  on  Route  125.  This  has  done  so 
much  for  the  youth  of  the  town  to  occupy  their  minds  in  the 
right  direction. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Rila  Concrete  Products  and 
Grey  Iron  Works  for  the  donation  of  $500.00  which  was 
used  for  the  patroling  of  our  town.  Also  the  New  England 
Dragway  for  their  donation  of  $400.00  towards  the  purchase 
of  our  Radar  set.

TOWN  WARRANT 


CONCERNING  AMENDMENTS  TO  ZONING  AND  LAND  USE 


TOWN  WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  in  the  County 
Of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Firehouse  Hall 
in  said  Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the 
amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Court  shall  be  approved. 

3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following 
amendments  to  the  zoning  and  land  use  ordinance  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Brentwood  Planning  Board. 

(a)     On  page  1  to  ammend  article  III  sections  A,  Band  C  to 
read  as  follows: 
ARTICLE  III 

A.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  in  any  district  shall  per- 
mit fire  or  other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  within  one  year  shall 
remove  or  refill  the  same  to  clear  ground  level  or  shall,  with- 
in the  time  limits  provided  for  new  construction,  repair,  re- 
build, or  replace  the  structure. 

B.  Any  use  of  land  and  building  that  may  become  or  is 
obnoxious  or  injurious  by  reason  of  production,  emission  or 
odor,  dust,  smoke,  refuse  matter,  fumes,  noise  vibration  or 
similar  conditions  or  that  are  dangerous  to  the  comfort, 
peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  safety  of  the  community  or 
lending  to  its  disturbance  or  annoyance,  is  prohibited. 

C.  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  and  stone 
may  be  permitted,  but  only  subject  to  the  issuance  of  a  per- 
mit by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  subject  to  the  following 
provisions: 

A)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
the  application  for  a  permit. 

B)  The  property  owner  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Select- 
men with  the  application  an  adequate  plan  showing  existing 
topography,  proposed  depths  of  cut,  and  final  topography. 


C)  In  the  event  that  a  permit  is  granted,  the  property 
owner  shall  be  required  to  post  a  performance  bond,  in  a 
penal  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  insure 
that  the  premises  be  left  in  sightly  condition  and  be  protected 
against  erosion. 

D)  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of  more  than 
two  years  after  which  period  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
after  a  public  hearing,  renew  the  permit  for  successive 
periods  of  not  more  than  two  years  providing  that  all  condi- 
tions of  the  first  permit  have  been  met. 

In  evaluating  applications,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be 
governed  by  the  following  considerations: 

A)  Proof  that  suitable  material  is  available  in  the  area  in 
which  removal  is  proposed. 

B)  Removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  or  stone  will 
not  be  detrimental  to  neighborhood  properties. 

C)  The  effect  of  trucking  into  and  from  the  area  and  result- 
ant dust  conditions  on  the  roads  of  the  town. 

D)  The  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  the  proposed  excava- 
tion with  respect  to  existing  road  grades,  water  table  and  sur- 
rounding terrain. 

E)  Future  drainage  in  the  general  area  in  which  the  remov- 
al is  proposed. 

F)  Set  back  from  existing  roads. 

G)  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel  and  stone 
for  the  purpose  of  building  and  road  foundation  excavation 
or  for  non-commercial  personal  use  shall  not  fall  under  the 
terms  of  this  provision. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  give  the  reasons,  for  the  grant- 
ing or  the  denial  of  a  permit,  in  writing  within  thirty  days. 
(A   yes  vote  would    prevent   the   uncontrolled  creation  of 
gravel   pits) 
B.      On  p  3  to  add  a  new  section  —  Miscellaneous 

1.  No  water  shall  be  conveyed  by  any  means  or  allowed  to 
be  piped  for  use  outside  of  the  town  of  Brentwood  except 
by  an  annual  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  No  garbage  or  other  waste  material  originating  outside 
of  the  town  of  Brentwood  shall  be  allowed  to  be  brought  in 
or  dumped  or  processed  or  stored  in  the  Town  of  Brentwood, 
except  by  agreement  with  other  towns. 


C.  On  p  3  to  change  article  IV  —  Residential— Agricultural 
District  Section  A  items  2  and  4  and  section  B  item  1  to  read 
as  follows: 

A(2).  Home  produce  and  home  products  may  be  bought 
and  sold  and  exposed  for  sale  in  this  district. 
(A  yes  vote  simply  inserts  the  word  "home"  before  products 
in  our  present  ordinance) 

A(4).  One  single  family  dwelling  may  be  located  anywhere 
in  this  district  provided  it  meets  ail  lot  area  and  yard  require- 
ments, and  the  Sanitary  Protection  requirements  of  this  Or- 
dinance. 

B(l).  No  building  lot  shall  be  less  than  eighty  thousand 
(80,000)  square  feet,  and  shall  have  a  minimum  continuous 
lot  frontage  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  provided  that  where 
lots  are  located  on  the  exterior  of  a  curving  street,  a  shorter 
front  dimension  shall  be  permitted  provided  the  average 
width  of  the  lot  measured  across  its  center  shall  be  two 
hundred  (200)  feet.  Only  one  dwelling  may  be  constructed 
on  a  building  lot.  A  lot  containing  less  than  eighty  thousand 
(80,000)  square  feet  which  is  recorded  and  taxed  as  a  lot  of 
record  at  the  time  passage  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  meet  the  lot  area  requirements;  however  no  building  shall 
be  constructed  on  such  a  lot  if  the  building  would  not  other- 
wise be  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
(This  change  is  being  proposed  to  make  our  lot  area  require- 
ments close  to  the  recommendations  of  the  state  soil  con- 
servation commission) 

D.  On  page  4  to  change  article  V— Commercial— Industrial 
district  sections  A  &  B  to  read  as  follows: 

A.  Uses  Permitted 

1)  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  Dis- 
trict under  the  same  provisions,  including  lot  area  require- 
ments, as  apply  to  dwellings  in  said  District  except  that  no 
dwelling  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Commercial-Industrial 
District   of   Pine    Road. 

2)  The  following  limited  retail  business  uses  shall  be  per- 
mitted: 

—1  Shops,  restaurants  and  other  retail  businesses. 
—2  Medical  and  other  professional  offices. 


—3  Garages  and  filling  stations. 

—4  Places  of  worship. 

—5  Public  educational  use. 

—6  Recreational  Use. 

—7  Hospitals,  nursing  homes. 

3)  Light  industry  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

4)  Industrial  uses  of  land  and  buildings  may  be  permitted 
if  approved,  after  public  hearing,  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
accordance  with  such  conditions,  restrictions,  and  safeguards 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  for  the  purpose 
of  protecting  the  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
community. 

(A  yes  vote  would  give  the  town  limited  control  over  the 
type  of  industry  that  comes  to  Brentwood.  The  present  or- 
dinance would  allow  any  kind  of  industry  into  Brentwood.) 

B.  Land  and  Building  Requirements 

1)  No  building  lot  shall  be  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  (120,000)  square  feet,  and  every  building 
lot  shall  have  a  minimum  continuous  lot  frontage  of  three 
hundred  (300)  feet,  provided  that  where  lots  are  located  on 
the  exterior  of  a  curving  street,  a  shorter  front  dimension 
may  be  permitted,  providing  the  average  width  of  the  lot 
measured  across  its  center  shall  be  three  huncred  (300)  feet. 
No  building  shall  be  constructed  on  such  a  lot  if  the  building 
would  not  otherwise  be  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

(These  lot  area  requirements  would  apply  only  to  business 
and  industry  in  the  commercial  industrial  district.) 
E.      On    page  5   to  change  article  VI— Motor  Vehicle  and 
Machinery  Junk  Yards  to  read  as  follows: 

A.  No  motor  vehicle  and/or  machinery  junk  yard  may 
continue  in  use  for  more  than  one  year  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  Ordinance,  except  that  a  motor  vehicle  and/or 
machinery  junk  yard  may  continue  in  use  if  within.  tKat 
period  it  is  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  set 
and  enforced  by  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955, 
Chapter  267,  Section  1-4,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  also 
in  accordance  with  the  standards  required  by  the  Town  Board 
of  Selectmen.  The  stricter  set  of  standards  shall  apply. 


F.  On  page  6  to  change  article  VII— Enforcement  section 
B  to  read  as  follows: 

B.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  and  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  sign  in  tripilicate  any  and  al!  build- 
ing permits  requested  when  such  are  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  One  copy  is  to  be  filed  in  the 
records  of  the  Selectmen,  one  copy  to  be  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  one  copy  of  the  permit  to  be  displayed  on  the  site 
for  which  the  permit  was  issued. 

G.  On  page  6  to  add  the  words  "as  ammended"  to  the  pres- 
ent introductory  paragraph  to  Article  VIII~Board  of  Adjust- 
ment to  read  as  follows: 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance 
and  thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to  a  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment of  five  members  conforming  in  duties  to  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  31  of  the  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955, 
as  amended.  Thereafter,  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur, 
the  appointing  Authority  shall  be  responsible  for  filling  va- 
cancies and  maintaining  full  membership  on  the  Board  of 
Adjustment.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  here  provided  shall 
conform  in  membership  and  term  of  office  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  67,  Chapter  31,  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 
1955,  as  amended.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  granted, 
said  Board  of  Adjustment  by  said  Chapter  31,  it  may,  in 
harmony  with  and  subject  to  its  provisions: 
H.  On  page  7  to  VOTE  FOR  ONE  of  three  choices  relative 
to  the  special  exception  in  Section  B  Article  VIM.  The  special 
exception  grants  the  Board  of  Adjustment  the  power  to  allow 
any  industry  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  District. 
(If  you  vote  for  number  1,  no  new  business  or  industry 
[except  farming]  would  be  allowed  in  the  Residential-Agri- 
cultural District:) 

1)  Omit  the  special  exception  by  deleting  item  3. 
(If  you  vote  for  number  2,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  will  be 
able  to  allow  public  schools,  limited  retail  business  or  light 
industry,  after  a  public  hearing,  in  the  Residential-Agricul- 
tural Dis1^g?t:) 


2)  Change  Paragraph  B  as  follows: 

After  notice  and  public  hearing,  permit  in  the  Residential- 
Agricultural  District  a  public  school,  a  limited  retail  business 
or  light  industry  which  has  been  previously  approved  by  the 
planning  board  and  proves  it  will  meet  the  following  require- 
ments; 

2)  If  any  proposed  use  is  such  as  to  attract  vehicles,  ample 
space  shall  be  provided  on  the  property  to  accomodate 
all  such  vehicles  attracted  by  the  business. 

3)  Will  not  offend  by  reason  of  the  production  or  emission 
of  smoke,  dust,  gas,  noise,  vibrations,  odor,  fumes,  refuse 
matter  or  simular  conditions. 

4)  Will  not  be  dangerjous  to  or  create  a  disturbance  or  an- 
noyance to  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  safe- 
ty of  the  community. 

5)  Any  buildings  and/or  structures  shall  conform  in  design 
and  materials  to  the  extent  possible,  to  the  type  of  build- 
ings in  the  area  in  which  the  limited  retail  business  or 
light  industry  is  to  be  located. 

(If  you  vote  for  number  3,  the  present  ordinance  will  remain 
unchanged  and  the  Board  of  Adjustment  would  have  the 
power  to  allow  industry  in  the  residential  agricultural  dis- 
rict: 

3)  Retain  item  B  as  it  presently  reads. 
I.  On  page  7  to  add  Section  C  to  Article  VIII  as  follows: 

C.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  grant  a  variance  to  allow 
the  conversion  of  an  existing  simgle  family  dwelling  into  a 
two  family  dwelling  provided  that: 

1).  Each  of  the  two  residences  meets  the  lot,  floor  area 
and  sanitary  provisions  of  this  ordinance  for  single  family 
dwellings. 

2).  The  owner  is  one  of  the  tenants. 
3).  Succeeding  owners  must  be  tenants. 
J.       On  page  9  to  change  Article  XIM-Definition  Section  I  to 
read  as  follows: 

1 ).  Accessory  Building  shall  mean  any  building  as  described 
in  the  Brentwood  Building  Ordinance  Article  II. 
K.      On  page  9  to  add   item  K  to  Article  Xili  to  read  as 
follows: 


K.  Dwelling  or  Residence.  Any  structure  or  mobile  home 
or  trailer  or  building  that  meets  the  minimum  requirements  of 
the  Building  Ordinance  that  can  be  used  as  a  permanent 
living  place,  and  that  is  normally  intended  to  be  used  by  the 
family. 

L.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following 
ammendments  to  the  Building  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the 
Brentwood  Planning  Board: 

On  page  10  to  change  the  introductory  paragraph  to  the 
Building  Ordinance  to  read  as  follows: 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general 
welfare  of  the  community  by  regulating  the  construction  of 
buildings  in  the  Town  of  Brentwood,  the  following  Ordinance 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood, 
New  Hampshire,  in  annual  Town  Meeting  convened: 
M.  On  page  10  to  change  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  I 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1— No  building  or  mobile  home  or  structure  shall 
be  erected,  and  no  exterior  alterations  will  be  made,  main- 
tenance excluded,  without  first  obtaining  a  building  permit 
from  the  Building  Inspector  to  whom  adequate  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  proposed  building  or  alterations  shall 
be  submitted.  This  permit  shall  then  be  signed  by  the  Select- 
men in  accordance  with  Article  VII  B  of  the  Zoning  Laws. 
(See  Page  12,  Article  for  Exceptions). 

N.  On  page  10  to  change  section  2  article  I  to  read  as 
follows:  (These  changes  are  all  minor  adjustments  to  our 
present  ordinances  in  order  to  clarify  them.  The  exceptions 
are  paragraph  C  which  will  require  dwelling  foundations  to 
be  at  least  4  feet  below  final  grade  and  paragraph  F  which 
creates  a  420  sq.  ft.  floor  area  for  dwellings) 

A.  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick  or  cement 
to  the  ground;  each  shall  be  lined  with  flue  lining  tile  and 
extended  at  least  two  (2)  feet  above  the  roof  to  which  it 


belongs,  and  shall  have  a  clean-out  opening  at  the  base. 
All  entrances  to  said  chimney  shall  be  of  fireproof  con- 
struction. Chimneys  shall  not  be  used  to  support  beams  or 
timbers  in  any  manner.  Prefabricated  chimneys  and  fire- 
places may  also  be  used  provided  they  have  been  approved 
by  the  Underwriters  Laboratories  and  the  N.H.  Fire  Mar- 
shall. 

B.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected  so  as  to  be 
within  twelve  (12)  inches  of  any  combustible  floor  or 
ceiling,  unless  amply  protected  with  non-combustible 
material.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  be  installed  or  erected 
which  passes  into  or  through  partitions  or  walls  of  com- 
bustible material,  except  when  guarded  by  a  double  collar 
or  metal  with  air  space  of  at  least  five  (5)  inches,  or  by  at 
least  five  (5)  inches  of  brick  or  other  noncombustible 
material  between  the  pipe  and  the  combustible  material. 
Replacement  of  existing  chimneys  will  conform  to  above 
regulations. 

C.  Dwelling  foundations  shall  be  constructed  of  concrete 
or  brick  or  cement-block  or  stone  and  shall  extend  four  (4) 
feet  below  final  grade.  Accessory  buildings  may  set  on 
piers  constructed  of  brick,  stone  or  concrete. 

D.  Buildings  must  be  framed  according  to  good  building 
practices  and  outside  walls  to  be  constructed  of  wood,  or 
fire-resistant  shingles,  or  siding,  or  clapboards  or  masonry. 
All  buildings  made  of  material  customarily  painted  shall 
be  painted.  Roof  surfaces  shall  be  constructed  of  fire- 
resistant  wood  shingles  or  metal  or  materail  of  fire-resistant 
composition. 

E.  Any  dwelling  or  apartment  or  building  open  to  the 
public  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  readily  accessible 
exits  (windows  excluded). 

F.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor 
area  of  seven  hundred  twenty  (720)  square  feet,  outside 
measurement,  to  be  used  by  one  family  unit. 

G.  Installation  of  plumbing  must  comply  with  N.H.  State 
Laws  and  regulations.  Sewage  must  be  disposed  of  in 
septic  tanks  of  proper  size  and  its  location  and  drainage 
systems  shall  comply  with  the  N.H.  State  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations, and  all  sewage  dispo^l  systems  shall  comply  with 


N.H.  RSA-149E  which  states  that  "Plans  and  Specif ica- 
tions^all  be  subrmitted  to  the  water  supply  and 
H.  Septic  tanks  and  disposal  systems  must  be  located  a 
minimum  of  seventy-five  (75)  feet  from  any  well,  seventy- 
five  (75)  feet  from  public  waters  and  seventy-five  (75) 
feet  from  any  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  they  are 
attached,  unless  authorized  otherwise  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  Replacement  of  sewage  systems  shall  comply  with 
this  section. 

I.  All  electrical  installations  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  National  Electirc 
Code,  the  same  being  the  standard  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  for  electrical  wiring  and  apparatus. 
J.  No  mobile  home  or  building  shall  be  used  as  a  dwelling 
until  such  mobile  home  or  building  complies  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Sanitary  Regulations  RSA— 149E,  as  amended. 
K.  No  building  or  mobile  home  shall  be  moved  into  the 
town  or  from  one  property  to  another  within  the  town 
without  a  permit,  to  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector. 
0.      On  page  12  to  change  Article  ll-Exception  to  read  as 
follows: 

The  restrictions  contained  in  Article  I,  Section  2,  Items  A 
to  K  inclusive,  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  small  dairy 
rooms,  root  cellars,  poultry  houses,  farm  storage  sheds  and 
other  small  structures  to  be  so  located  on  the  owner's 
property  provided  that  such  structure  shall  be  conforming 
with  all  other  provisions  of  the  Brentwood  Zoning  and 
Land  Use  Ordinance  and  Building  Ordinance.  However, 
such  structure  shall  not  become  the  permanent  dwelling 
of  any  family  unit  and  such  building  shall  not  exceed  one 

hundred  and  fifty  (1 50)  feet  of  floor  area. 

P.      On  page  13  to  change  article  IV— Administration  items 
B,C  and  D  to  B,C.  D  and  E  as  follows; 
(These  changes  clarify  existing  ordinances  and  makes  building 
permits  non-transferable.) 

B.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  require  that  the  applica- 
tion for  a  building  permit  include  a  plot  plan  and  contain 
all  necessary  information  to  enable  the  Building  Inspector  to 
ascertain  whether  the  proposed  building  or  structure  and  its 


intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  these  ordinances. 

C.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Building 
Inspector  has  certified  that  the  proposed  building  and  its 
intended  use  comply  with  the  provisions  of  thes  ordinances. 

D.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  commence  any 
construction  work  of  any  kind  on  a  building  requiring  a  per- 
mit without  first  obtaining  such  a  permit.  The  permit  shall 
be  issued  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  and  the  Building  In- 
spector and  Selectmen  collectively  shall  have  the  right  to 
extend  such  time  for  one  additional  year  and  the  outside 
shall  be  finished  within  this  two-year  period. 

E.  Building  permits  are  not  transferable. 

Q.      On  page  14  to  change  article  V— Board  of  Adjustment 

items  E,  F,  G  and  H  to  E,F.  and  G  as  follows: 

(The  only  change  is  to  add  the  work  "variance"  after  "special 

exception") 

E.  Upon  receipt  of  an  appeal  or  an  application  for  special 
exception  or  variance  of  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  with 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Board  shall  fix  a  reasonable 
time  for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal,  or  the  application  for 
special  exception,  or  variance,  give  public  notice  thereof  as 
well  as  due  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest,  stating  the  loca- 
tion of  the  building  or  lot  and  the  general  nature  of  the  ques- 
tion involved.  The  Board  shall  render  a  decision  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing. 
(A  yes  vote  will  also  change  the  paragraph  order  of  our  pres- 
ent ordinances  such  that  paragraphs  G  and  H  will  become 
paragraphs  F  and  G  respectively. 

R.      On  page   15  to  change  section  1  Article  VII— General 
Provisions  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1— Validity.  Should  any  section  or  provision  of 
this  Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  Court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  effect  the  valid- 
ity of  the  Ordinance  as  a  whole  or  of  any  other  part  thereof.

SYNOPSIS  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  FOREST  FIRE 
LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This 

means  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  a  barrel,  grass 
burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  in  clearing 
operations.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions  Fire  Permit 

Commercial  and  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  during 
the  day  with  permission  of  the  district  chief  and  a  permit 
from  the  fire  warden. 

Household  waste  burning,  with  a  permit,  is  allowed  on 

raining  days  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
on  notification  of  the  warden.  On  anothers  property  with 
written  permission  and  notification  of  the  warden.  The  ward- 
en can  forbid  such  fires  if  intended  in  a  hazardous  area.  Per- 
mits are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where 
fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 
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Escaped  Fires 

If  a  fire  escapes  from  your  control,  whether  or  not  you 
have  a  permit,  you  are  liable  for  the  cost  for  control  and 
extinguishment.  If  you  start  a  fire  illegally  there  is  the  addi- 
tional chance  of  a  fine.  The  landowner  may  also  recover  his 
loss  or  damages  from  the  fire. 

It  is  unlawful  to  drop  or  throw  burning  material  in 
wooded  areas. 

Anyone  seeing  an  uncontrolled  and  unattended  forest 
fire  is  bound  by  statute  to  report  it. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60 
days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly 
that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is 
$500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it,  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1 )  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land maximum  fine  of  $25.00 

5.  For  smoking  or  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  when  a  ban 
on  the  same  has  been  proclaimed,  a  maximum  fine  of 
$25.00.

Burn  preferably  late  in  the  day  and  check  your  fires  the

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  a  very  active  year.  It  has 
held  meetings  on  a  monthly  basis  and  most  meetings  have 
been  attended  by  several  interested  residents  of  the  Town. 
The  meetings  are  presently  being  held  on  the  fourth  Wednes- 
day of  every  month  at  the  Firehouse.  The  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public  and  Town  residents  are  encouraged  to  attend. 
The  meetings  begin  at  7:30  p.m.  and  the  first  hour  7:30  to 
8:30  is  set  aside  to  transact  any  business  or  discuss  any  items 
the  public  might  have.  From  8:30  on,  the  public  is  welcome 
to  stay  but  the  regular  Planning  Board  meeting  goes  into 
session  to  transact  its  business. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  hard  over  the  last  two 
years  and  especially  this  past  year  to  prepare  a  list  of  amend- 
ments to  the  Zoning   Ordinance,    Building  Ordinance  and 
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Land  Subdivision  Regulations.  The  Board  has  held  two 
Public  Hearings  as  required  by  law  and  the  Town's  participa- 
tion has  been  gratifying. 

The  amendments  to  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance 
and  the  Building  Ordinance  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board  will  appear  on  a  ballot  to  be  voted  on  by  the  residents 
of  Brentwood  on  Voting  Day,  March  1 ,  1972,  at  the  Fire- 
house.  Copies  of  the  proposed  amendments  will  be  available 
for  anyone  who  wishes  them  from  all  members  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  the  Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Clerk.  We  encour- 
age everyone  to  read  them  and  vote  on  them  on  March  7.  We 
feel  these  amendments  should  all  pass  in  the  affirmative  so 
that  any  growth  in  our  town  will  be  done  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
Edward  A.  Adamo 

The  new  school  year  began  with  a  Union-wide  faculty 
meeting  at  the  Area  Junior  High  School  on  Tuesday.  Septem- 
ber 7,  1971.  Classes  opened  for  instruction  on  Wednesday 
September  8.  1971. 

Swazey  School  opened  the  year  with   194  pupils,  an 
increase  of  22  pupils  over  the  beginning  day  of  school  a  year 
ago.  This  represents  a  12.8%  increase  compared  with  a  4.1  % 
increase  a  year  ago. 

Brentwood's  entry  into  Supervisory  Union  16,  effective 
July  1,  1971,  marks  a  new  administration  association.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  association  will  be  cordial  and  beneficial  to 
all  parties. 

The  first  task  of  your  new  Superintendent  has  been  to 
learn  more  about  the  Brentwood  community  and  its  people. 
This  is  especially  true  concerning  the  Swazey  School.  Discus- 
sions with  staff  and  School  Board  have  resulted  in  some  early 
priorities; 

1.  To  work  with  the  "Education  Needs  Committee"  look- 
ing into  the  possibility  of  a  four  room  addition  to 
Swazey  School. 

2.  Involvement  of  Swazey  teachers  in  S.U.I 6  curricular 
study  committies  and  in  staff  development  meetings. 

3.  Adoption  of  a  teacher  evaluation  program. 

4.  Adoption  of  a  volunteer  school  aides  program. 

5.  Introduction  of  a  new  Social  Studies  program  based  on 
comparative  cultures. 

6.  Introduction  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science  program  in  elementary  science. 

A  school  board  representative  from  Brentwood  has  been 
working  with  a  Supervisory  Union  16  study  committee  con- 
cerning the  public  operating  of  the  Rockingham  School  for 
Special  Children.  The  1971  General  Court,  having  made  edu- 
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cation  mandatory  for  all  handicapped  children,  has  impressed 
upon  all  local  school  districts  the  obligation  for  indentifica- 
tion,  proper  placement  and  appropriate  education  for  all 
children  capable  of  learning.  This  law  gives  new  impetus  to 
Supervisory  Union  16  districts  to  cooperate  in  joint  opera- 
tion of  the  Rockingham  School. 

The  State  Legislature  effected  major  cut-backs  in  the 
education  budget  for  the  biennium  1971—73.  Financial  aid 
in  all  categories  were  reduced  by  more  than  50%  for  1971  — 
1972.  New  Hampshire,  which  renked  49th  among  the  states 
in  1970—71  with  11%  of  local  education  expenditures  reim- 
bursed by  the  State,  now  ranks  lowest  in  the  nation  with  only 
4%  of  local  budgets  financed  by  State  Aid. 

Unless  some  means  of  adequately  and  equitably  financ- 
ing local  schools  is  found  —  we  shall  soon  see  a  significant 
decline  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of  education  relative  to 
schools  in  other  states  more  fortunate  than  our  own. 

There  were  three  teachers  new  to  the  Swazey  School  in 
1971.  One  was  a  replacement  and  two  were  additional  new 
positions.  The  present  staff  and  their  respective  assignments 
are  listed  below:

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1971—72  are  the 
basis  for  setting  tuition  rates  for  1972—73  in  accord  with  the 
AREA  contract;  a  rental  charge  is  added  to  make  up  the  total 
tuition.  The  new  tuition  rates  for  1972—73  compare  with  the 
state  average  per  pupil  costs  of  $896.00  per  high  school  pupil 
and  $799.00  per  Junior  High  school  pupil,  exclusive  of  rental 
charges.  One  should  note  that  the  state  average  is  based  on 
operating  expenditures  for  all  New  Hampshire  schools  for 
the  year  1970—71.  This  places  the  State  costs  2  years  in 
arrears  of  tuition  year  costs  while  Exeter  costs  upon  which 
tuition  is  based  are  one  year  in  arrears  of  tuition  year  costs. 
This  is  the  first  year  since  the  advent  of  the  AREA  contract 
when  tuition  has  declined  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The 
$82.00  increase  in  AREA  High  School  tuition  for  1972-73 
represents  the  lowest  annual  increase  in  High  School  tuition 
during  the  past  three  years;  previous  increases  have  each  year 
exceeded  $100.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 

Daniel  C.  Durgin 

I  will  preface  my  report  by  extending  a  welcome  to  the 
School  District  of  Brentwood,  which  officially  joined  Super- 
visory Union  No.  10  on  July  1,  1971.  Conversely,  on  July  1, 
1972,  the  School  District  of  Greenland  will  leave  our  Union 
to  become  a  member  of  Supervisoyr  Union  No. 52  in  Ports- 
mouth. I  know  we  will  all  miss  our  associations  with  the 
people  of  Greenland.  I  can  truthfully  say  that  I  have  always 
found  the  School  Board,  staff  and  citizens  of  Greenland  to 
be  a  very  fine  and  co-operative  group  with  which  to  work. 

The  ever  present  problem  of  financing  public  education 
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continues  in  the  forefront  of  major  concern  to  us  all.  The 
severe  reduction  in  state  funding,  coupled  with  steadily  rising 
costs,  makes  the  task  of  holding  down  gudgetary  increases  an 
incredibly  difficult  one.  Certain  school  districts  in  Union  No. 
16  which,  in  past  years,  have  received  welcomed  assistance 
from  the  state  in  the  form  of  payments  from  the  foundation 
program  find  themselves  faced  with  the  total  loss  of  this  sup- 
port. Building  aid,  which  has  always  been  fully  funded,  was 
reduced  nearly  50%  this  year.  This  is  the  first  time  since  the 
start  of  this  state  support  program  in  1956—57,  that  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  has 
been  insufficient  for  districts  to  receive  their  full  entitlement. 
Thus,  school  boards  faced  with  increased  expenditures 
now  find  their  financial  problems  compounded  dramatically 
by  severe  cuts  in  state  assistance.  I  will  not  take  the  space 
here  to  enumerate  solutions  to  this  problem  which  have  been 
put  forth,  except  to  say  that  it  seems  very  clear  to  me  that  if 
we  ever  hope  to  give  the  property  owner  the  relief  he  is  so 
very  much  entitled  to,  we  must  urge  those  who  set  policy  to 
set,  as  top  priority,  the  fullest  possible  funding  of  existing 
state  programs. 

New  Hampshire  has  a  verh  fine  foundation  aid  program, 
on  the  books.  It  is  based  on  sound  reasoning  and,  if  properly 
financed,  would  take  positive  steps  toward  providing  equality 
statewide.  However,  this  program,  from  its  very  inception, 
has  never  received  proper  funding. 

Until  we  can  be  assured  of  reasonable  state  support,  it 
seems  clear  that  the  property  owner  will  continue  to  bear 
this  crushing  burden. 

Hopefully,  better  days  lie  ahead. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  our  efficiency  in  the  Union 
and  to  better  serve  our  school  districts,  we  are  continually 
searching  for  ways  to  refine  our  administrative  procedures. 

In  line  with  this,  I  have  committed  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  this  past  year  studying  the  application  of 
data  processing  to  our  administrative  functions.  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  the  Supervisory  Union  Board  has  given  their 
approval  to  computerizing  our  entire  Union  payroll,  utilizing 
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the  staff  and  facilities  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy's  data 
processing  center.  The  administrative  staff  of  the  Academy 
has  been  most  cooperative,  and  the  costs  involved  for  the 
type  of  service  we  will  receive  are  extremely  reasonable. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  conversion  of  our  payrolls 
from  a  purely  manual  procedure  to  a  mechanized  process 
will  result  in  reduced  time  and  increased  accuracy  and  effi- 
ciency. Further,  it  will  provide  the  staff  information  regard- 
ing theri  pay  and  fringe  benefits  which  has  never  been  avail- 
able to  them  before. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  our  full  conversion  to  this  new 
procedure  on  July  1,  1972.  I  am  hopeful  that  one  year  from 
I  can  report  to  you  very  successful  experience  with  the  new 
system. 

In  closing,  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  school  boards, 
staffs,  and  citizens  of  our  several  school  districts  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation. 


REPORT  OF  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 
Frederick  B.  King 

Because  so  much  of  my  work  pertains  to  the  handling 
of  our  Federal  Projects,  I  should  like  to  devote  my  part  of 
the  report  to  these  programs.  We  have  Title  1  ESEA  which 
currently  has  two  projects  operating  in  the  Exeter  area. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  Transition  Education  Project 
which  is  in  its  third  and  final  year.  This  has  provided  a  year 
of  special  education  for  those  children  who  were  of  first 
grade  age,  but  have  been  found  through  testing  to  be  im- 
mature and  in  need  of  a  year  of  readiness  before  entering 
first  grade.  This  program  has  been  highly  successful  and 
many  of  the  children  in  transition  find  themselves  in  the 
top  25%  of  their  class  in  first  grade  when  WITHOUT  that 
added  year  prior  to  first  grade  they  might  have  failed  first 
grade  —  repeated  the  grade  -  and  been  a  "problem"  learner 
in  future  school  years.  Approximately  90  Exeter  children 
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have  been  in  our  Transition  program  in  the  past  three  years, 
and  I  feel  this  is  an  important  and  necessary  phase  of  our 
school  program  even  though  Federal  funding  will  cease  this 
June. 

The  second  Title  1  project  deals  with  the  establishment 
of  a  new  Reading  program  for  our  schools.  We  have  received 
a  Federal  grant  which  will  allow  us  to  use  four  different  kinds 
of  reading  programs  with  selected  students  in  the  first  grade. 
These  pupils  will  continue  with  these  programs  in  the  second 
and  third  grades.  Extensive  testing  and  evaluation  of  the  read- 
ing system  and  their  effects  upon  these  students  will  take 
place.  Eventually  a  special  committee  will  analyze  the  results 
and  determine  the  systems  that  appear  best  for  our  pupils. 

Title  2  ESEA  continues  to  have  impact  upon  our  librar- 
ies. Through  Federal  funding  in  the  last  three  years  nearly 
6,000  new  books  have  found  their  way  into  our  school  librar- 
ies. The  current  year  will  see  nearly  2,000  new  titles  arriving 
in  our  schools,  along  with  records,  tapes,  and  filmstrips. 

Title  3  NDEA  is  back  this  year  with  a  sizable  grant  and 
the  various  schools  will  have  special  mini-projects  in  Math, 

Social  Studies,  and  Reading  which  will  place  new  materials 
in  the  hands  of  students  and  pupils  of  Grades  two  through 
Twelve. 

All  of  the  above  titles  require  much  planning,  work  and 
Federal  Government  "mechanics"  to  obtain  but  the  net 
results  to  students  are  well  worth  the  time  and  effort  of  your 
teacher  consultant.
